By Commitmng and Proſecuting divers worthy: Prelates, for Humbly Paritioning 
to be Excugd from Concurring to the ſaid Affum'd Powet. - | 

By Iſſuing a Commitilion under the Great Seal, for Erecting a Court calied,a Courc 
of Commiſſioners for Ecclefiaftical Cauſes. | 

By Levying Mony for, and to the Uſe ef the Crown, by Pretence of Prerogative, 
for other time, and in other manner than the ſame was Granxed by Parliamen. 

By Railing and Keeping a Standing Army within this Kingdom, in time of Peace, 
without Conſent of Parliament. 

By Cauling ſeveral Good Subjefts, being. Proteſtants, to be Difarm'd. 

By Violating the Freedom of Election of Merabers ta ſexve in Parliament. 

By Caufing Informations to be brought, and proſecuted in the Court fof Kivgs- 
Bench, for Matters and Cauſes Cognizable only in Parliament, and by divers othes 
Arbitrary and Illegal Courſes. 

And whereas of late Years Partial, Corrupt, and Unqualified Perſons have been Re- 
eurn'd, and Served on Juries in Tryabs, particularly divers Jurors in Tryals for High 
Treaſons, which were not Freebolders. | 

And Exceſſive Bail hath been Required of Perfons Committed in Criminal Canſes, 
to Exclude the Benefit of the Laws made for the Liberty of the Subjects. 

And Exceſſive Fines have been Impoſed. . INE; | 

And Illegal and Cruel Paniſhmenots Inflicted. | 

And ſeveral Grants and Promifes made of Fines and Forfeitures, befare any Can- 
viction or Puniſhment againſt the Perſons upon whom the ſame were to be Leyyed. 

All which were utterly and directly contrary. to the known Laws and Statutes, and 
Freedom of this Realm. 

And whereas the faid Lare King Fames the Second, having Abdicated the Goyern- 
ment, and the Throne being thereby Vacant. 

His Highneſs the Prince of Orange ( whom it hath pleaſed Almighty God to make 
the Glorious Inſtrument of Delivering this Kingdom from Popery and Arbitrary 
Power ) did, by the Advice of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and diyers Prin- 
ciple Perſons of the Commons, Cauſe Letters to he Written to the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, being Proteftants : And other Letters to the ſeveral Counties, Uni- 
verſities, Cities , Boroughs, and Cinque Parts, for the Chooſing of ſach Perſons to 
Repreſent them as were of Right to be ſont to Parliament, to Meet and Sir at }ef- 
minſter, upon the Two and Twentieth Day of Fanrery, in this Year, 1688. in order 
to-ſugh an Eſtabliſhment, as that their Religion, Laws, and Liberties might not again 
" hein Danger to be Subverted. 

Upon which Letrers, Elections having been accordingly made : And thereupon 
the ſaid and the Commons ſo Elected, being now Aﬀembled in a Full and 
Free Repreſentative of this Nation, taking into their Seriaus Conſideration the beft 
means for attaining the Ends aforeſaid ; , 

Do in the firſt place, as their Anceſtors in. like caſe have uſually done, for the 
Vindicating and Aſſiſting their Antient Rights and Liberties, Unanimouſly Declare, 

Thar the Pretended Power of Diſpenſing or Suſpending of Laws, or the Execution 
of Laws by Regal Authority, without Conſent of Parliament, is Illegal. 

That the Commyſlion for EleCting the late Te of Commiſſioners for Eccleſiaſtical 
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Cauſes,and all other Commiſſions and Courts of like Natuze,are legal and Perratious. 
That Levying of Mony for or to the Uſe of the Crown by Pretence of Pterogartive; 
without Grant of Parliament, , or for longer time, or in other manner than the ſame 
ts, or ſhall be Granted, is Wegal. © 11. 
That it'is the Right of the SubjeCts to Petition the King, and all Commitments and 
Profecutions for ſuch Petitioning, are Illegal. | 


That.the.Raiſing or Keeping of a. Standing Army within the Kingdom, in time of 
Peace; uhleſfs it be by Conſnt of Parliament, is againſt Law. 

That the Subjects, which are Proteſtants, may Provide and Keep Arms for their 
Common Defence. © + T4 N | 

Thar Eleftion of Members of. Parliament ought ro'be: Free. 

That the Freedom of Speech and Debates, or Proceedings in Parliament, ought not 
to be Queſtioned or Permitted in any Court, or place, out of Parliament. * 

The Exceflive Bail onght not'to be Required, nor Exceſlive Fines/lmpoſed, nor 
Cruel or Unuſual Puniſhments Inflicted. 

That Jurors ought to be duly Impannelled and Returned ; and Jurwrs, which paſs 
upon Men in Tryal for High Treaſon, ought to be Freeholders. 

Thar all Grants and Promiſes of Fines and Forfeitures of particular Perſons, before 
Convidtion, are Illegal and. Void. | | 

And for Redreſs of all Grievances, and for the Ameriding, Strengtkning, and Pre- 
ſerving of the Laws, Parliaments ought to be held frequently, and futter'd to Sir. 

And they claim Demand, and' inſiſt upon all and fingular the Premiſes, as they are 
Undoubted Rights and Libeyries: And that no Declaration, Judgments, Doings, cr 
Proceedings, to the Prejudice of the People, in any of the ſaid Premiſes, or in any- 
wiſe to be drawn hereafter into Conſequence of Example. 

To whieh Demand, or their Rights, they are particularly Invited by the Decia- 
ration of his Highneſs the Prince of Orange, as being the only Means for obtaining a 


full Redreſs and Remedy therein. 


Having therefore an intire Conference, that his Highnefs the Prince of Orange, will 
Perfect the Deliverance 'ſo far advanced.by him; and will ftill Preſerve them upon 
the Violation of their Rights, which they have here Afſerted, and from all other At- 
rempts upon their Religion, Laws and Liberties. 

The faid [OLE h and Commons Aſſembled at 
Feſtminſter, Do Refolve, 

That the Prince 3nd Princcls of Orange, and be Declar'd King and Queen of Eng- 
land, France and Ireland, and the Dominions thereunto belonging, to hold the Crown 
and Royal Dignity of the ſaid Kingdoms and Dominions to them during their Lives, 
and the Life of the Survivor of them: Ang that the Adminiſtration of the Government 
be only in, and ExeGuted by the ſaid Prince of Orange, in the Names of the faid Prince 
and Princeſs during their Joynt Lives : And after their Deceaſes, the faid Crown ard 
Royal Dignity of the ſaid Kingdoms and Dominions, to be to the Heirs of the Body 
of the ſaid Princeſs : And for Default of ſich Iſſue, to the Princeſs Anne of Denmark, 
and the Heirs of her Body : And for Default of ſuch Iſſue, to the Heirs of the Body of 
me ſaid Prince of Orange: : 

And they: do pray the ſaid Prince and Princeſs of Orange, to accept the ſame 
aecordingly. 

And chat the Oaths hereafter mentroned be taken by all Perſons of whom the Oaths 
of Allegiance and Supremacy might be required by Law, inſtead of them : A::d 
ehac the ſaid Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy may be Abrogated. 
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T A. B. do ſmcere!y Promiſe and Swear, That 1 will be Faithful, and bear True Allegiance 
to Their Majeſties King William, and 2ueen Mary. So help me God. 


I A. B. do Swear, That I do, from my Heart, Abbot and Deteſt, as Impicus and Heretica!, 
this Danmable Dottrin and Poſition, Thaf®Princes Excommunicated or Depriv'd by the Pope,cr 
any Autberity of the See of Rome, may be Depos'd or Murder'd by the Subje&ts, O& any other 
whatſoever : Aud I do Declare, that no Foreign Prince, Perſcn,Prelate,State or Potentate, hath, 
or ought to have, any furiſdittion, Power, Superiority, Preheqninence, or Amhority Eceleſia- 
focal or Sgirtt wal, 1min this Realm. So help me God. 
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
